From an article in the “Carolina 
Confederate" we read that the 21 
Feb. meeting of the Sloan Camp #1290 
was attended by ten black students 
from NC A&T University and, of 
course, a representative of the news 
media. Their alleged purpose was to 
pretest an election in Louisiana of 
David Duke. When informed that the 
SCV was not a political 
organization, they then informed the 
camp that they resented the camps 
historical markers. They said that 
they had studied the War and found 
it was fought over slavery. Their 
leader said that 200 million slaves 
were murdered during the WBTS. In 
March some members of the camp met 
again with the students. When 
informed that R.E. Lee did not 
believe in slavery and had freed the 
Custis family slaves in 1857, the 
students commented that "he wasn't 
in the Confederacy." 

The students began a campaign to 
remove all Confederate related 
markers and monuments from a section 
of downtown Greensboro, N.C. At a 
later meeting of the Parks 
Commission, no decision was made, 
but the camp is confident that the 
monuments will remain. The 
opposition decided to take the 
matter in their own hands and tried 
to knock one of the markers down. 
It was restored.
